in people would think I was homeless,” 
says Chris from Boston, Massachu¬ 
setts. “But I’m here working. I like the 
idea that you don’t have to have a bit 
of cloth round your neck to let people 
know you’re working. You can sit 
there looking like a hooligan. 

“It’s like this: once we worked in 
villages, but then factories arrived 
and we were told you had to uproot 
to London or Manchester. They were 
very visual, giant brick buildings. This 
new challenge is difficult to see. It’s 
taking place inside people’s houses.” 

It’s just one part of a new age 
dictated by social media, where inter¬ 
action is essential but involving less 
face to face contact. 

The Impact Equation, Chris’s latest 
book, co-written with Julien Smith, 
describes life in this new world where 
established businesses have to evolve 
and engage or face extinction. 

A competitor could be working out 
of a cafe, their home or car - and in a 
tracksuit, if they follow Chris’s lead. 

This is encouraging for would-be 
entrepreneurs with a good idea but 
little initial capital. 

A prime example of a success story 
is the Dollar Shave Club, a US company 
selling and delivering men’s razors

from one dollar a month. This small 
enterprise is snapping the heels of 
Gillette. 

‘The bosses made a cheeky YouTube 
video which everyone saw, and from 
that they got so many orders their 
systems collapsed,” said Chris. 

“It has really high contrast to the 
product Gillette is offering and gets 
such a huge reach with the video. 
It doesn’t have the exposure which 
Gillette has with its advertising power 
but it has the trust. They didn’t have 
the reputation of Gillette but everyone 
loves the underdog.” 

And while Gillette was spending 
millions on celebrity endorsements, its 
small rival was able to keep costs low 
on a minuscule marketing budget. 

It’s a warning to the big hitters 
who, Chris says, are fighting back - by 
humanising their execs. 

“People need to see a face,” he said. 
“They need to know whether it says 
feed or fright.” 

The troubled fate of the huge, estab¬ 
lished “unwieldy” companies in the 
digital age is mirrored in the music 
world. 

While Chris says UK star Adele is an

example of what to do right, there are 
a constant stream of disasters. 

‘There was a great video of Adele on 
YouTube at the Royal Albert Hall,” he 
said. “Between every song she would 
have a little chat with her audience. 
She would bring the audience in 
around her. She’s reaching to people. 

“Pick nearly any other middle- 
ground musician and they are not 
using this two-way social network to 
interact. They may have high reach but 
that does not articulate into success 
because they do not have the trust. 

Wan Halen and ZZ Top put new 
albums out and they bombed because 
of just that.” 

Chris says the smaller musician 
has the ability to out-perform them 
precisely because of their willingness 
to interact with their fan-base. 

The message to the business 
community is maintain close connec¬ 
tions with clients, says Chris. 

“Some of the biggest companies are 
doing this well,” he added. “Just look at 
how many followers Richard Branson 
has on Twitter. 

“Probably the bigger challenge is 
for the middle sized companies. They 
don’t take it seriously and say they 
don’t have enough people. But if firm s 
with just two people can do it very 
well; so can they.”

But an 
interesting point is that 50- to 70-year-olds are coming online because 
of the tablet computer.

'Foolish' to support 
a short-term option

Mr Raynsford said: ‘The proposal 
for a ferry to Gallions Reach is 
foolish and going to be inade¬ 
quate to keep up with long-term 
demands. 

“It should be a fixed link. TfL 
said these crossings must be tolled 
- that will pay for a bridge or 
tunnel. There is no reason to go for 
a ferry.” 

TfL’s second consultation into 
the issue made two proposals - 
for a Silvertown Tunnel and for a 
ferry between Gallions Reach and 
Thamesmead. 

The consultation paper suggests 
the tunnel - which will link 
Newham with the Greenwich 
Peninsula - would make a fixed link 
at Gallions Reach unnecessary. 

It says a ferry to Thamesmead is 
the preferred option, replacing the 
Woolwich service and reducing the 
heavy traffic in Woolwich. 

TfL insisted a fixed crossing was 
not being ruled out but a quick 
solution was priority. 

The Woolwich Ferry was deteri¬ 
orating and the earliest a bridge or 
tunnel could be completed would 
be 2021. The ferry could be set in 
place by 2017. 

But critics, including Newham 


and Greenwich councils, as well as 
London Assembly member John 
Biggs, say plans for a permanent 
solution must be put in place now 
and are concerned it is not a key 
proposal in the consultation. 

“We need a plan for a fixed link 
and have to keep pushing that,” said 



Labour’s Mr Biggs, who represents 
City and East at the Assembly. 
“The ferry is a stop-gap where the 
capacity is dictated by the amount 
of users who can get on. 

‘The average driver, looking at a 
map and seeing a ferry, would just 
choose another route. We want to 
regenerate east London and we 
need a fixed link to facilitate that.” 


In the first TfL consultation on 
river crossings, held earlier this 
year, Labour-run Newham and 
Greenwich councils insisted a fixed 
link was the only answer. 

Greenwich has stepped back 
- promising to assess the new 
proposals before making a decision 
but Newham is unmoved by the 
ferry idea. 

And it seems the uproar is not 
just a tool for the Labour Party 
to bash Conservative Mayor 
Johnson’s transport group. 

Key firms Excel and London 
City Airport are also planning to 
recommend in the consultation the 
only way forward is for a tunnel or 
bridge to Gallions Reach. 

Capacity is not the only reason. 
The airport points to the unreliable 
nature of a ferry, as seen with 
the regular closure of the current 
Woolwich service. 

A spokeswoman for London 
City said: ‘We would support a 
permanent and constant access 
point that is the least vulnerable to 
changing factors and that people 
are able to travel across without 
restrictions or additional fares.”

D espite two unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts to 
create a secondary 
school in Silvertown, 
teachers are more passionate 
than ever to make it third time 
lucky with a fresh bid. 

But the community at 
Britannia Village Primary 
School is now facing a race 
against time to secure enough 
signatures in support of the 
free school application before 
the Christmas holidays begin. 

Staff faced rejection from 
the Department for Education 
(DfE) in the summers of 2011 
and 2012, after submitting 
proposals for a school catering 
for 11- to 16-year-olds. 

And after teaming up with 
the Oasis educational charity 
and social entrepreneur Lord 
Andrew Mawson, as well as 
expanding to a four-form 
entry, enthusiasm is high. 

Headteacher Linda-May 
Bingham said the notion of 
providing“seamless” education 
from primary to secondary 
school had been a desire for 
the past eight years.

Driving force behind 
education champion 


THE founder of a charity 
striving to bring the Oasis 
Academy Silvertown into 
reality had the dream of 
creating a school since his 
teenage years.

at the beginning of summer 
holidays we went away and 
cried then we picked ourselves 
back up and thought ‘right, 
what shall we do? We didn’t 
want to be beaten. 

The Department for 
Education encouraged us to 
think bigger and join with an 
organisation who are experi¬ 
enced in setting up schools.” 

This sparked a partnership 
with Oasis, led by Steve Chalke, 
and the ambition to set up the 
Oasis Academy Silvertown, 
ready to accept its first intake 
of 120 Year Seven pupils, by 
September 2014. 

Ms Bingham said Lord 
Mawson’s involvement, and 
the backing of Water CIC and 
Andrew Mawson Partnerships 
for the project, 
reflected his 
Teal heart for 
our school”.

Travel disruption as 
shoppers get going

Rail strikes and 
closures slow 
bargain hunters 

T ube engineers aim 
to bring disruption 
to the Jubilee line 
tomorrow morning 
(Friday) with a 24-hour strike. 

Their action could see any 
breakdowns take longer to 
repair and also affects the 
Northern and Piccadilly line. 

It is part of an ongoing 
dispute over pension arrange¬ 
ments and involves staff of 
Wharf-based Tube Lines, the 
consortium taken over by TfL. 

A similar strike earlier this 
month brought Canary Wharf 
to a standstill. 

Tube Lines chief executive 
John Lamonte said the action 
was unnecessary. 

He said: “Since becoming 
part of TfL all Tube Lines 
employees have kept their 
existing terms and conditions 
of employment.” 

RMT boss Bob Crow, said: 
“Tube Lines is now a wholly

owned subsidiary of TfL and 
there is simply no excuse 
for refusing equal pension 
rights.” 

Saturday’s action will only 
add to travel disruption for 
Christmas shoppers caused by 
engineering works on the DLR 
and Overground. 

There will be no service 
between Canning Town and 
Beckton and between Shadwell 
and Bank all weekend. On 
the Overground services to 
Shadwell and Surrey Quays 
will be affected on Sunday. 

And a Boxing Day Tube 
strike is on the cards after talks 


broke down between Aslef and 
London Underground bosses 
earlier this week. 

■ Meanwhile fresh calls have 
been made to incorporate the 
cable car into the travelcard 
regime as it was revealed that 
discounted fares accounted 
for only 0.01% of all trips 
since the Games. 

London Assembly transport 
chairwoman Caroline Pidgeon 
said the figures showed 
Emirates Air Line was a tourist 
attraction, not a meaningful 
commuter link. 

She said: “I don’t think 
it works because it doesn’t 
necessarily go to a destination 
people would want to. 

“It doesn’t connect up with 
Canary Wharf or somewhere 
which would be useful so all 
we are seeing is a publicly- 
funded tourist attraction 
rather than a serious mode of 
transport. 

“What the mayor now needs 
to do is incorporate it into the 
travelcard network.” 

TfL said that the service was 
new and would grow over 
time while the mayor’s office 
pointed to its role in helping 
to support the regeneration of 
the Docklands.

Not 
in the sense of over-seasoned. 
I couldn’t stomach its bitter, salinated 
taste which obliterated, when mixed, 
the sublime succulence of the scallops 
it was intended to enhance. 

Perhaps I should have sent it back. 
But drooping the offending leaves 
to one side, I didn’t want to abandon 
what lay beneath. 

The shellfish were superb and rather 
than wait longer (our starters seemed 
to take an age to arrive), their clean 
simplicity seduced me into inaction. 

Sharp-eyed readers will have 
already spotted four gleaming black 
stars at the end of this review. The salt 
is the reason it’s not five. 

But as far as critical points go, that’s 
it. The rest of my experience at Corri¬ 
gan’s was faultless. No run-of-the-mill 
fine dining - this was flawless. 

From the warm golds of its interior, 
to the eccentricity of its ornithological 
ornaments, the feel was soothing, 
welcoming. 

The chef himself, a great bear of a 
man, was chatting with his pianist by 
the door when we arrived. 

All seemed perfectly at ease. 

Looked after, we slipped from 
entrance to bar, to table as if riding the 
most agreeable of conveyor belts. 

Yes, there was a chunk of time 
between ordering and starter arrival, 
but the only stress came from the 
prospect of only having two hours 
to dine, raised when our table was 
arranged. After all, 

Corrigan’s is a comfy place to watch 


time pass and, as we waited, the room 
filled up. 

The interior’s masculine accents 
reflect well its clientele. Lights are 
chained forcefully to the ceiling, the 
bar and walls are armoured gold; the 
diners we saw were predominately 
male. 

But the menu was far more sophis¬ 
ticated than a simple attempt to tickle 
the buds of soused City folk and well- 
heeled Mayfairers. 

While two of the dishes we sampled, 
a starter of black pudding, egg and 
leeks and a main starring haunch of 
venison were packed with a gentle 
machismo, the scallops were fresh 
and feminine with a crunch of crosne 


and a starter of smoked salmon was 
equally delicate. 

Irritatingly, side dishes bump up 
the mains’ cost (mostly in the late 
£20s as standalones) although the 
ones we sampled were stunning for a 
fiver, especially the broccoli with blue 
cheese. 

Wines were expertly matched by 
our sommelier, who proved wry and 
charming in equal measure. But it was 
on the restaurant manager’s advice 
that my evening reached its climax. 

If you go, you must (I’m not 
normally so prescriptive) try the apple 
and blackberry crumble souffle with 
custard. Eating this £9 wonder will 
re-affirm your belief in civilisation 


and make you give thanks you live 
in a world where the consumption of 
such dishes is a possibility. 

Sure, my companion’s rich chocolate 
tart with salted caramel ice cream 
was good. But it melted away in 
comparison.

RECIPE 


Wild halibut with a 


mixed herb and pine 


W e love wild Scottish halibut 
at The Gun. At Billingsgate 
market, where we source 
some of the best seafood around, 
we buy whole fish from Jeff at 
Chamberlains, Kenny at Cyprus 
Fisheries or Mike at James Nash and 
Sons. Local fishmongers, such 
Johnathan Norris in Victoria Park 
Village, are also excellent. Premium 
wild fish should always be cooked 
and served as simply as possible to 
retain its full flavour. 

Serves Two 

INGREDIENTS 

2 x 150g un-skinned fillets of wild 
Atlantic halibut 
1 tbsp chopped parsley 


1 tbsp chopped tarragon 
1 tbsp chopped chervil 
1 tsp English mustard 
50g melted butter 
lOOg fresh breadcrumbs 
30g roasted pine nuts lightly 
chopped 

400g new potatoes 
1.5 tbsp creme fraiche 
30ml white wine vinegar 
Extra virgin olive oil for dressing 
Bundle of mixed salad leaves 

METHOD 

Cook the potatoes in salted water 
until soft. Drain them and set aside 
to cool. 

Take the fillets of halibut out 
of the fridge to bring up to room

temperature. This will help during 
the cooking process and stop the 
crust burning before the fish is 
cooked 


In a bowl, mix the parsley, 
tarragon, chervil, pine nuts and 
breadcrumbs together and put to 
one side. 

Lightly season the halibut fillets 
and gently brush the English 
mustard over the upward facing 
side, with the skin side down. 

Press the brushed side into the 
bowl of the herb mix and place the 
fillets herb side up on a greased 
baking tray. 

Drizzle some melted butter over 
the crust and place the tray under a 
medium grill to cook. 

It should take roughly six minutes 
for the crust to become a nice brown 
colour. 

While the halibut is cooking, crush 


nut crust 

the potatoes in a pan with a fork, 
over a light heat. Season and add 
the creme fraiche and white wine 
vinegar. 

When the fish is cooked, place a 
small amount of the crushed potato 
on a plate, place the fish just sitting 
on top of it, add the mixed leaves 
on the side and drizzle a little olive 
oil over the fish and salad leaves to 
finish.

T his ROH production prompted 
the most giggling I’ve heard at 
Covent Garden for a long time.

L’Elisir d’Amore is a story based on a 
peasant’s unrequited passion, and his 
subsequent dabbling in a quack’s “love 
potion”.

Adrenaline by Equicirque 


Excel 

A n action-packed equestrian 
show promising breath¬ 
taking stunts and heart-in- 
the-mouth horsemanship 
seemed a perfect way to spend a 
dreary weekday evening. 

Clued up on my dressage after a day 
at the Paralympics in Greenwich Parle, 
I arrived at Excel for the world-first 
Adrenaline by Equicirque - a show 
encompassing six of the world’s best 
equestrian performance artists. 

Double gold-medallist Natasha 
Baker set the scene for a sparkling 
evening but the opening was slow out 
of the blocks. 

There was banging drums and low 
lights with the intention of creating 
atmosphere and drama but just falling 
short of packing a punch. 

The fire came with the first 
performance, with a lit pole 
that the skilled rider moved 
around his body and horse, 
in a performance where 
the dressage footwork 
excelled and the 
relationship 
between horse 
and rider shone 
through. 

With every dressage 
step and routine, the 
understanding between 
the two was evident, and 
it was warming to see 
their trust and bond. 

Performer Joel 
Chacon’s enactment 
of the journey of the 
Marquis de Monte Cru 
made for a story with 
comic moments and a 
tight routine, turning 
the atmosphere from 
simmering into a

strong canter while an injection of 
pace provided by slick performers Los 
Rios saw the production sprint to the 
half-way mark. 

The group’s dare-devil streak and 
riding skills were showcased 
as the performers rode 
their horses on the side¬ 
saddle, from an upside 
down position with their 
heads scarify close to the 
floor and travelling 
backwards in the 
saddle. 

The second 
half followed 
with the same 
vigor and spirit 
as it had left off. 
The Hap O Temp 
duo brought talented 
riding and dressage skills in 
a simultaneous performance 
inside a ringed area, with the 
female rider ensuring the 
audience was on the edge of 
its seats during mesmerising 
display of jumps and postures. 

A display of acrobatics from 
Gravity introduced a welcome 
taste of the circus to 



proceedings, while Clemence Faivre’s 
routine captured the beauty of the 
horse’s form. 

But the final act, Lorenzo and his 
troop of 12 grey Lusitano horses was 
the stuff dreams are made of. 

His total control of the animals was 
a delight, as he rode bareback tackling 
jumps and hurdles with ease from his 
position straddled across two horses. 

Lorenzo had the audience in the palm 
of his hand, hanging onto his every 
jump and willing him to do more. And 
he delivered. His acrobatics jumping 
over a high pole and returning to the 
backs of his horses, without a step 
out of place was amazing, as was the 
control over his flock in manoeuvring 
them into circles and meticulously- 
planned routines of skill. 

What started out as a slow trot had 
steamed into the paddock as a winning 
performance.

Duke Of York's Theatre 

I f there were to be a stage play that 
combined the themes of honey 
bees and quantum mechanics, 
two boxes on my list of Perfect 
Plays would be ticked. 

And so there was. Humble Boy in 
2001 did just that. I have watched 
the ink of the ticks fade for a decade 
wondering if the winning bee/particle 
combo was played out and done. Until 
this week. 

Constellations is a different product 
altogether from Charlotte Jones’ grand 
work - for a start the bees are not the 
thing and the quantum world is but a 
smart structural device. 

Instead, Constellations, directed by 
Michael Longhurst, concerns itself 
with examination of another of 
nature’s great enigmas - the inept and 
magnificent human heart. 

Writer Nick Payne has used the 
implications of quantum mechanics - 
that every decision taken or not taken 
is played out in another universe - to 
construct a winning and poignant 
two-hander. All that in 70 minutes 
straight through (and that’s a third 
box ticked). 

The stuttering romance of scientist 
Mirianne and beekeeper Roland suffers 
enough trials without the intervention 
of the multiverse repeating crucial 
moments as distorted echoes - adding 
layer upon layer of drama, pathos and 
confusion. 

These brief encounters live on Tom 
Scutt’s stage, empty except for a ceiling 
of balloons. But this is no celebration 
and they may not even be balloons. 

As they light up, they became the 
very particles that mangle space-time 
and, as illness grips, they possess the 
fizzing agony of misfiring neurons. 

Payne has eschewed the Sliding 
Doors conceit - two separate paths. 
Instead, he goes for the juddering 
phase shifts of nuance. 

The same scene - of flirtation, of row, 
of crisis - is played again and again 
with the characters nimbly adopting a

different attitude, sometimes juggling 
roles between them. 

Two people, on a stage, conjuring 
worlds. It almost justifies the existence 
of theatre on its own. But I’ve saved 
the best till last. 

The performances of Sally Hawkins 
and Rafe Spall are sublime; their 
comic touch impeccable, their grasp 
of the drama moving, their chemistry 
palpable. 

Spall’s trademark laconic hangdog 
is taken for a long walk as is Hawkins’ 
cheerfully gauche naif. But the 
demands of the narrative mean they 
need to turn their performances on an 
atom and become someone else in a 
flash. Harder, angrier, wearier. 

Their execution of these about-turns 
could prove an irritation but ends up a 
charming marvel. 

The multiverse means I’m fated to 
see this play an infinite number of 
times. Not. A. Chore.

L ike all good start-up 
stories, Ignite Service 
Provider began life in 
a bedroom. 

That was in the childhood 
home of its managing director 
Warren Davies, who last week 
won The Wharf -sponsored 
business person of the 
year prize at the Docklands 
Business Club awards. 

Because three years after 
those humble foundations 
the IT and telecoms provider 
has 10 staff and an annual net 
profit of nearly £100,000. 

“I knew from day one the 
company would be a success,” 
said Warren.

Speaking after last Thurs¬ 
day’s awards at the Museum 
of London Docklands on West 
India Quay, Warren said he 
wanted the firm to continue 
its solid growth. He added he 
was excited about the latest 
challenges in the industry - 
which were likely to affect UK 
firms both large and small. 

‘The impetus created by 
a big push from Google and 
Microsoft is about storing 
data applications in a cloud 
environment - so no longer 
having a server in the office,” 
he said. 

“Just like the days of the fax 
machine moving on to emails, 
I can see the same happening 
in communications and IT 
where servers are moved out 
to the cloud. 

“It will then allow access to 
infrastructure from anywhere 
in the world.”

I stayed in a hotel on the Red Sea 
which was terrible, the smell was bad, 
the hotel wasn’t finished, the food 
was a buffet that looked like it had 
been hanging around for five days 
and then when I left and went back 
to Tel Aviv to do some filming, I was 
strip-searched at the airport with a 
torch shone up my bum because I 
only had diving gear with me and 
they accused me of being a spy.
